The Commission will begin 
study at once on application of 
the minimum provisions of Pro- 
ixisition No. 3, adopted at the 
November election, to local teach¬ 
er salarie.s. 

Donation of obsolete books, which 
are property of the school dis¬ 
trict, to the forthcoming "Books 
for the Philippines” drive was 
voted by the School Board. These 
books, it was explained, will be 
used to replace books destroyed 
during the Japanese occupation 
of the i.slands, when much of the 
Philippine school system was 
completely devastated. 

The Board also took under 
consideration a proposal to in- 
crea.se the height of the school 
fence on the north and east sides 
of the grounds, to prevent wild 
baseballs, and other incidents re¬ 
lating to the athletic program, 
from annoying nearby residents.

(Lucky) Baldwin, figured in the 
deal consummated by F. Wesley 
Davies, manager for the corpor¬ 
ation, with John A. Hennessey, 
State land purchasing officer. 

STATE TO LEASE SITE 
Under present plans the State 
will lease the site, part of an 
original Spanish grant of more 
than 1000 acres which formed 
the Baldwin barony, to Los An¬ 
geles County. Tne county will 
operate it as a botanical garden 
and arboretum, expanding pres¬ 
ent plantings. 

In a separate transaction the 
State may purchase another seven 
acres at an additional $20,000 
Davies disclosed. ' 

Many of the original acres in 
the oiak-covered tract which form¬ 
ed the fabulous Baldwin estate 
have been .subdivided in the last 
few years. The region long him 
been noted as one of great scenic 
beauty, with its tree-studded, roll¬ 
ing terrain rising gently toward 
the Sierra Madre foothills east 
of Pasadena.

Reid built an adobe 
residence, which still stands near 
the cluster of more pretentious 
structures erected by Baldwin, 
the pioneer who took wealth from 
the earth at the Comstock and 
put much of it back into South-; 
land property. Hugo, the records 
show, sold at 20c an acre. Later, 
Baldwin bought at $20 an acre. 

The current price, 'Davies de- j 
dared, typifies the growth of the 
region. \

P. L, Bonebrake Recalls 
Origin of Azusa’s Name 


Latest round In the debate on 
where the town of Azusa derived 
Its name comes in the following 
treatise by P. L. Bonebrake, re¬ 
tired rancher and veteran "man- 
about-town": 

“A short while ago a para¬ 
graph or two appeared in the 
Sierra Madre NE^VS regarding 
the origin of the name of the 
city of Azusa, and It was re¬ 
marked that it was so named be¬ 
cause It had everything from A 
to Z. 

“The city derives Its name from 
the old Spanish Grant upon which 
it is located, the Azusa Grant, 
which was patented many years 
ago under that name, as Ue pub¬ 
lic records will show. 

“The word is of Indian origin 
aw) was a place name, its origm- 
al form b^ng Asuksa-gna. Ona 
is an ending which indicates 
place. The entire word means 
rancheria or village of the Asuk- 
sa Indians. There are many 
names o(. places throughout Oali- 
^tomia that are pure Indian, such 
'aa Tujungh, named after the 
Ihdiana who originally lived there; 
Odmenga Pass, at Hollywood, 
named after the Cahuenga In¬ 
dians. Yosemite, named after the 
To-sem-ites; Tuolumne is another, 
originally Tu-ah-lum-ne. Noquel- 
umne is said to mean grizzly bear, 
originally U-zu-maitt. 

"There are hundreds of such 
words in dally use which came 
from the lang^iage of the early 
Californian Indians but many of 
them have been so “American¬ 
ized” or “Spanlshized" os to lose 
their original form and in many 
cases their meaning. 

“My father, Major George H. 
Bonebrake, President of the Los 
Angeles National Bank, James 
Slauson and Colonel Baker Bone¬ 
brake bought the Azusa Grant

at the time of the great land 
boom of the 80’s. They subdivided 
it Into 3, 10, 20 and 40 acre 
tracts, brought the water out of 
the Sam Gabriel Canyon to ir¬ 
rigate the land and then laid out 
the town of Azusa and sold the 
lots. 

“They also laid out the town of 
Vineland, in the Southwest part 
of the Grant, about where a 
large part of Baldwin Park now 
Is.” 


E. A. Tambert, 406 E. High¬ 
land, has been engaged In inter¬ 
esting work as Production Manag¬ 
er with Walt Disney, the most 
recent picture being “How Dear 
to My Heart” to he released this 
summer or fall. Disney has a new 
device for combining animation 
with live action.

A city, "Fulton City, Indiana,” 
was constructed at Porterville In 
the High Sierras, for the filming 
of the picture.

In this connection an amu.sing 
situation arose over who should 
man the pump, which is the .same 
type as the farmer start.s going 
and lets run by itself. But it 
took three men to man this 
pump. When water was used for 
the lawns and shrubs, a "Greens” 
union worker manned the pump, 
to stop it when the whistle blew 
so the sound machine would not 
record the noise of the engine. 
When the water was used for 
sprinkling the roads to lay the 
dust, another union man took 
charge and when it was used for 
baths, faucets, etc., the pump 
must be in charge of the plumber 
who belonged to that union and 
trouble sure arose when the water 
was used for all three purposes 
at once.
